good Indjsc !ot -the person -handling 
them. '"-Spring is '"the--natural 'laying 
season. Nature tinnally lends aid for 
the hatching and "rearing at chicks 
from -March' until /October, but winter 
and late -'fall- finds- the hen en- 
tirely 'dependent upon her owner BO 
*ar .as the- profit she >wlll pay is con- 
cerned. The oaref.nl farmer or poultry- 
man makwa profit from the flock 
during the cold weather and prepares 
the way from the time the eggs are 
selected In the spring until the snow 
begins to fly, by selecting eggs from 
tested winter layers, keeping" as win- 
ter producers only well developed pul- 
lets andJiealthy, energetic young hens 
by preparing for their comfort in the 
fall before the rigors of winter set in. 


Granted that one has these well ma- 


tured pullets or hens that are young 
enough to be profitable If held over 
for -another year, the problem of win- 
,ter eggs Is not so. difficult. 
No pro- 


ducer on the farm responds more 
readily to good care than the hen and 
'the cow. 


Begin Culling Now. 


In order to get Into winter quarters 


with the best possible prospect, cull- 
ilag should begin now. All Immature 
'pullets should b"e~ placed to themselves 
^and forced for development or fatten- 
,ed for market and all extremely old 
hens b.ad best.be prepared for the pot. 
Cockerels Intended for next season's 
breeders shoul.d be separated from the 
others and a general clean up made 
of "all surplus stock. It Is possible that 
It will be'more profitable to hold some 
or all of the surplus for a better mar- 
ket but they should at least be 
separated from the winter flock and 
the latter placed in permanent quar- 
ters early. 


It is remarkable how woll a little 


flock of 50 or 100 hens and pullets will 
pay if well attended. 
The housing 


need not be elaborate or expensive. 
The'feed Is all at hand on the average 
grain farm and no one need worry 
about protelds or ash or_balanced ra- 
tions. 
Give the hen something to bal- 


ance and she will do the work for 
herself.

General Byng, 
who devised the plan and whose army 
carried it out, first sent out a great 
number of tanks, and as these cleared 
away the barbed-wire entanglements 
and broke through two of the strong- 
*st lines In the German defense sys- 
tem in the west, the infantry and cav- 
alry followed with a rush that car- 
ried all before it.

Users of Explosives Must Secure 


Federal licenses 


A Federal license is now required 


m the United States for the legal pos- 
session of explosives, any person aav- ' 
ing explosives and not holding a li- 
cense therefor being subject to a, fine 
of $5,000 and imprisonment for one 
year. 


Only citizens of the United States 


and friendly countries may obtain li- 
censes. The purchaser of dynamite 
must state definitely what the explo- 
sive is to be used for when obtaining 
his license, and will be held account- 
able for its use as stated and the re- 
turn of any that may be left. 


With the strict enforcement of this 


law the Federal authorities hope to 
prevent explosives falling into the 
hands of evilly disposed persons, and 
to put a stop to all further dynamite 
plots. 


Permits for Pearsons Subject to Draft 


Save Delay in Traveling 


No passport is required by the 


State Department to go to Canada, 
but persons subject to draft who de- 
sire to cross the line are often delay- 
ed while their cases are being inves- 
tigated. 


When any registered person de- 


sires a passport or to go to Canada he 
may apply to his local board for a 
permit. If he is not likely to be call- 
ed within the period of the proposed 
absence 01 if the board is otherwise 
assured that his-absence will not re- 
sult in evasion of or 
interference 


with the execution of the draft law, 
he may obtain the permit jby giving 
his address while absent and by 
agreeing to keep himself informed of 
any call upon him and to return im- 
mediately upon call.
